AN APPEAL TO PATRIOTISM 


The President of the United States, in appoint- 
ing a congress of different interests whose guties 
it shall be to endeavor te find some amicabie 
adjustment for the terrible unrest and class 
troubles existing, with attending strikes, riots 
and other things which should have no place 
in this great America, has appealed to the 
patriotism of the great men of affairs and to 
the workers themselves, and the organizations 
of both. and asked that all be actuated by that 
spirit of fairness, honesty and honor which 
should characterize American manhood. 

It is to be hoped that this appeal will be 
heeded by all parties concerned, in the interest 
of the whole country. The workers as a rule 
have shown a spirit of willingness to at least 
confer and arbitrate, and the great corporations 
and big men of business ,affairs should. and 
must, show a like spirit. Bais thing cannot be 
one-sided; it must be co-operation or chaos. 

Hundreds of times have we written, calling 
upon the big men of the country to put the 
country and the whole people above their own 
selfish aims and ambitions. Hundreds of times 
bave we written that when any man_ should 
have accumulated sufficient competency for 
himself and dependents, enough and to spare, 
that then he shcuid devote the rest of his 
life's efforts, the rest of his abilities and flents, 
solely to the good and benefit of his conatry 
and all cf the people who go to make up this 
his country, and be glad to do £0, as a patriotic 
duty the results of which would be greater by 
far than the mere accumulation of great riches 
for selfish purposes 

It took a great war and dire need of such 
action and co-cperation on the part of our cap- 
tains of finance and men of large affairs to cause 
the President to eee this great point and ad- 
vocate it, but whatever the cause we are glad to 
see it finally recognized and advocated by 50 
petent a power as our chief executive
